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Seniors Host Black History Luncheon

Nearly 60 people were in atten- 
dance atthe Romulus Recreation build- 
ing on Tuesday, January 26, for the 
second annual Black History Luncheon, 
an event cosponsored by the Romulus 
Senior Citizens Center and Club #1. 
Five prominent African Americans from 
the Romulus area — Ed Clark, Principal 
of Romulus Middle School; former Ro- 
mulus Recreation Director DuWayne 
Martin; Reverend David Walker, who 
assists Reverend Marcus Johnson at 
the Second Baptist Church of Romulus; 
and Romulus Community Schools 
Boardof Educationmembers Eva Webb 
and Michael Woods — addressed the 
guests before lunch. During the meal, 
entertainment was provided by Sara 
McChristin, who sang a number of 
songs, accompanying herself on the 
keyboard. 

During her own portion of the pro- 
gram, Webb offered a message of per- 
severance through adversity, and 
stressed the importance of each person 
doing his or her part to make our world 
a better place. 

"From birth to five years old, | was 
considered a handicapped person,” said 
Webb, who explained that she hadbeen 
born with one leg three inches shorter 
than the other. "| experienced constant 
pain, but, with the encouragement of 
my mother and dad, | accepted my 
condition and dealt with the pain. Today, 
| stand before you, not pain free, but not 
walking with a built-up shoe nor with a 
limp. . . . | achieved." 

Webb went on to talk of how that 
lesson in endurance, along with guid- 
ance fromher elders, helped her in later 
life. 

"Being one of five African Ameri- 
cans in my entire high school was more 
than a challenge,” she told her listen- 
ers. "| looked at my Situation and re- 
membered what my grandparents 
taught me: to always make the best of 
any situation. | did... and | achieved." 

Among the achievements of which 
Webb is the most proud is her involve- 
ment with young people. 

"Our children throughout the com- 
munity ...need love andunderstanding 
in their lives,” she said. "If! can give that 
to them, then | will have achieved my 
mission, of which we are all a part: to 
dedicate ourselves toward the better- 
ment of mankind.”

Businesses Receive Job-training Grants 


State Representative Ray Basham 
Nas announced that four area busi- 
nesses — Lincoln Park Engineering and 
Aztec Manufacturing Corporation of 
Romulus, and Horizon Enterprises 
Group and Industrial Power Systems, 
Inc., of Taylor — have been awarded 
Economic Development Job Training 
(EDJT) grants by the Michigan Jobs 
Commission. According to Basham, the 
grants will provide funding to be used at 
Henry Ford Community College and 
Schoolcraft College for the training of 
nearly 500 current employees and 20 
new hires at the four companies. 

"In order for our local companies to 
be able to compete in a global market- 


place, they must be able to train and 
upgrade the skills of their workforce,” 
Basham explained. "These grants en- 
sure that the workers in Michigan's fast- 
est-growing companies will have an 
educated and highly skilled workforce 
that will help ensure Michigan's contin- 
ued economic success." 

Funding for the EDJT grants come 
from the State's Economic Develop- 
ment Job Training program that helps 
Michigan businesses create new jobs 
or retain existing jobs by improving the 
skills and competitiveness of Michigan's 
workforce. Underthe program, employ- 
ers must provide a 25% match for train- 
ing existing workers. O

Introducing Eagle Power, 
the Romulus Robot!

Romulus High School is involved in 
a competition that will become a tradi- 
tion of the future. Twenty to 30 students 
are participating in the FIRST (For In- 
Spiration and Recognition of Science 
and Technology) robotics competition. 

FIRST was developed by engineer 
Dean Kamen, the inventor of the kidney 
dialysis machine. Students (ranging 
from freshmen to seniors) involved in 
the FIRST competition will be teamed 
up with seven engineers from GM 
Powertrain in Romulus. Their task is to 
build a robot which will compete with 
robots from other schools for various 
awards. 

The Great Lakes Regional Compe- 
tition will be held at Eastern Michigan 
University March 25-27, 1999. 

The object of the challenge is to 
accumulate the maximum of 540 points 
intwo minutes. It begins with four robots 
competing against one another to col- 
lect as many "floppies" as possible off 
the arena floor. (A “floppie" is like a 
pillow about two feet around.) After col- 
lecting the "floppies," our robot must 
push a 5.5-foot octagonal wooden 
"puck" to the opponent's side of the ring 
and climb up on top of it.

The teachers directing this exciting 
event are Kristina Mahaney and Terry 
Bird.
